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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 9-1 2, 1 7-23 and 26-29 withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 
37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected election, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 
4/25/2005. The applicant has canceled the withdrawn claims 9-12, 17-23 and 26-29 . 

2. Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1 -8, 1 3-1 6 and currently amended 
claims 24-25 in the reply filed on 4/25/2005 is acknowledged. 

However, newly submitted claims 1 -8, 1 3-1 6 and 24-25 are directed to an 
invention that is independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the 
following reasons: Originally filed claims 1-8, 13-16 and 24-25 were directed to a 
contribution process device and a program storage medium to execute a program for 
creating contribution data and transmitting the same via a network. The currently filed 
new claims 1-8, 13-16 and currently amended claims 24-25, which are dependencies of 
claims 1 and 5 respectively are directed to a transmission apparatus comprising 
encoding means for encoding transmission signal to generate at least a first 
transmission signal and a second transmission signal are unrelated to the earlier filed 
claims 1-8, 13-16 and 24-25 and thus the two sets of Inventions are unrelated, have 
different modes of operation, different functions and different effects, (MPEP § 806.04, 
MPEP§ 808.01). 
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Since applicant has elected without traverse the originally filed claims 1-8, 13-16, 
this invention comprising of newly submitted different claims 1-8, 13-16 and amended 
claims 24-25 has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution on 
the merits. Accordingly, newly submitted different claims 1-8, 13-16 and amended 
claims 24-25 claims are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non- 
elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) and MPEP § 821 .03. 

The amendment filed on 4/25/2005 is presenting only claims drawn to a non- 
elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03), there are no claims left readable 
on the elected invention comprising originally filed claims 1-8 and 13-16.
